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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the status of S.N. 
10/389,648 listed on page 1 of the specification should be updated. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 212. 213.216 and 
220. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the threaded cylinder fastening means 
of claims 2 and 3, the textured legs of claims 6 and 9 and the wrap around legs of claims 7 and 
10 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 9 is objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 9, line 8 "extends" 
it appears should be for instance -adapted to extend- since the outer lining of the headgear is 
not being claimed. Appropriate correction is required. 

Double Patenting 

5. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In reLongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 
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A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

6. Claims 1-10 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 6,751,810 in view of Zeigler 
et al., Duran, Simpson et al. Horvat et al. and Palmaer. Claims 1-20 of '810 are not seen to teach 
the laterally movable attachment means having a faceplate and the washer engageable therewith, 
the single hole, an elevated ridge, legs and legs adapted to wrap around an edge of the headgear. 
Zeigler et al teach old a floating nut (Figure 1 1) having a face plate with projection 30 thereon 
and receivable in a single hole. Duran teaches old the use of a washer 22 to support the swaged 
end of a threaded cylinder. Simpson et al. teach old an elevated ridge as about cavity 5 a for 
engagement of a helmet 1. Horvat et al. teach old the use of legs on 50 to effect a spaced 
engagement of a helmet. Palmaer teaches old the use of legs 6, 7 to wrap around the edge of a 
headgear. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to provide the shroud plate of '810 with the attachment means in Figure 1 1 of Zeigler 
to achieve the advantage of being capable of shifting alignment to receive an externally threaded 
fastener. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to provide the attachment means of the modified shroud plate of '810 with the washer 
22 of Duran to achieve the advantage of inhibiting damage to shell. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide that the shroud plate of 
_ '810 with the ridge of Simpson et al to achieve the advantage of reducing the weight of the 
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shroud plate. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to provide the shroud plate of '810 with the legs of Horvat et al. to achieve the 
advantage of reducing the weight of the shroud plate. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide the shroud plate of '810 with the 
legs of Palmaer to achieve the advantage of enhancing the engagement of the shroud plate with a 
headgear. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Note particularly, the shroud plate constructions of French patent to Philippe, Yona et 
al, Polednak et al, Ando et al., Buchanan, Jr. and Thomas, the attachment means of Perlman and 
Van Hekken and the textured members of Hanabusa.
